THEIR CROPS DESTROYED. 


Tiro Hi»«dred Michigan Farmer* Appca 


for Public Aid. 


BAD AXE, Mich., Aug. 14.—The farmers 


of a portion of Huron county have askei 
for public aid because their crops were to- 
tally destroyed by the terrific and unnat- 
ural storm which swept over the eastern 
side of the county juat at harvest time 
The appeal has been made by 300 of them 
in the face of absolute want and possible 
starvation. The storm was a phenomena 
one, the hail falling in clouds and cover 
ing the ground from four to eight inches 
with ice, completely burying all crops in 
its path. The track of the storm was 
through Siegel, Bloomfield and part of 
Paris townships, and covered an area 
eighteen miles long and a mile wide. 


In Danger of Starving. 


Many of the farmers in this section live 


on rented farms, which only aggravates 
the suffering, as they can not pay their 
rent, liesides having nothing to live on 
Many will be in danger of starving unless 
help is given. An instance is given where 
one man had 600 acres rented and all into 
crops. Every acre was destroyed. 
The 


estimated loss is at least $40,000. The 
storm raged for about half an hour, anc 
farmers who were well-to do now have not 
the means of actual subsistence, and are 
compelled to leave their homts anil work 
for others to get means to support those 
who are dependent upon them. 


FIRES IN SOUTH DAKOTA. 


A Great Deal of Timber Destroyed—Seri- 


ous Lost* to Settlers. 


RAPID CITV, S. D., Aug. 14.—In the 


southern hills, within sight of this city 
dark volumes of smoke are rising from a 
region understood to be twenty miles in 
extent. The wind at one time cleared 
the atmosphere of smoke and a good view 
•was obtained. There are two fires be 
tween this city and Rochford. The fire 
is four miles east of Kochford in deac 
timber. 
It originated 
from lightning, 


which struck ten days or more ago, and is 
spreading all the time in. every direction 
and consumes everything in its way. Not 
far from Pinkerton's saw-mill anothei 
fire has been raging. The fire has de- 
stroyed a great deal of timber. 
Last 


week some persons, in passing along the 
road near Frank 
Lockwood's 
ranch, 


threw the contents of a pipe on the dry 
grass neiir Lockwood's house. 
It soon 


caught, and a dangerous prairie fire re- 
sulted. 
Hundreds of acres of pasture 


were burned over, which will be a seri- 
ous loss to the settlers. It was severa 
miles in extent, but the loss was confined 
to the grass entirely. 


Attempt to Wreck a Train. 


Sisc SIXG, N. Y., Aug. 14.—An attempt 


was made at this place to wreck an ex- 
press train from New York. Ic is sup- 
posed that the alleged wreckers were 
striking Knights of Labor. A large chain 
was wound around oi\e of the rails north 
of Sing Sing. The Inn»p locomotive, which 
was one o[ the new engines recently built 
for the New York Central railroad, cut 
through the chaiu without causing any 
damage or derailing the cars. Had some 
of the light engines been used on the ex- 
press train the locomotive and cars would 
no doubt have been thrown from the 
track und serious damage done. There 
is no clew to the perpetrators of the deed. 


Gives the Ministry a Hlast. 


LONDON, Aug. 14.—The Manchester Ex- 


aminer, one of the most prominent and 
influential Unionist journals in the king- 
dom, prints a scathing article in its edito- 
rial columns on the black prospects be- 
fore the party and roundly denounces 
those who are responsible for it. The pa- 
per unmercifully scores the government 
for the failure of the land 
purchase,

Collier Had to "Spout" Ills Watch. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis.. Aug. 14.—Shortly 


after 6 o'clock Tuesday evening Jailer 
Prussing, of the county jail, was notified 
that the line and costs against Prank H. 
Collier, the erratic lawyer from Chicago, 
had been paid, and a few minutes later 
Collier was set at liberty. 
He tried to 


make the reporters believe that some lady 
paid his fine, but it was learned that Col- 
lier gave his watch and chain to a police- 
man, who placed it in a pawnshop for 
money to pay the amount. 


Murder Over a Land Claim. 


GUTIIRIE, I. T., Aug. 14.—Mr. Turbim, 


one of the most prominent of Oklahoma 
claim holders, was shot through the body 
Tuesday by a man named Taylor. Taylor 
had been hired to cut hay on Turbim's 
claim by Mr. R. M. Birt, who claimed to 
own the place. A quarrel ensued between 
Turbim and Taylor, which resulted in the 
shooting of the former. The land office 
at this city recognized Mr. Turbim as the 
lawful owner of the disputed property. 


Uarcourt Attacks the Lords. 


LONDON, Aug. 14.—In a speech at Derby 


Wednesday Sir William Harcourt at- 
tacked the house of lords, characterizing 
it as a standing obstruction to useful leg- 
islation. As a deliberative assembly, he 
said, the house of lords had almost ceased 
to exist. It had done nothing this ses- 
sion beyond promoting a bill to preserve 
hares, or to extend ami increase the strin- 
gency of the game laws.

A ROUSING MEETING AT BUFFALO. 


The Knights Claim to Have Assurances 


That Other Unions Will Ctmie to Their 
Alii and That in n Few JDarft Ther< 
Will He a Complete Tie-Dp on the 
Mew

Central 
Road—Freight 


Blockade at Buffalo. 
BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 14.—The strikers 


held a very enthusiastic joint meeting of 
switchmen, 
locomotive 
firemen 
and 


Knights of Labor Wednesday night, and 
judging from the boisterous 
cheering 


that issued from the hall, must have re- 
ceived some encouraging 
information. 


The meeting did not break up until mid- 
night. Maj. McUowan, of Syracuse, was 
one of the speakers, He was seen after 
the meeting and said: "We have assur- 
ances from unions outside the knights 
that they will go out and inside of a few 
days there will not be a train moving on 
the Central. At the present time the 
freight service of the road is completely 
paralyzed and over 75 per cent, of the Cei* 
tral's earnings are made through its 
freight business. Valuable stuff is rot- 
ting at Syracuse and Albany and the rail- 
road can not si and this long. The strike 
has not yet begun and before it ends the 
railroad will be sorry it was ever started." 


Freight Still Blockaded. 


Passenger trains are moving east and 


west on the Central on schedule time, but 
the freight blockade hag not been raised 
yet. General Agent McFeegan said that 
the order forbidding the accepting of 
through freights to points east of Syra- 
cuse has not yet been rescinded, but he 
expects that it will be at almost any time 
now. Superintendent Burrows said that 
none of the strikers here had applied for 
reinstatement. 


It was rumored that the locomotive en- 


gineers and firemen would go out on the 
main Central system, but it thus far lacks 
confirmation. A strike leader was asked 
about it, but all he would say was, "You 
wait and see." 


The Delaware and Hudson Strike. 


ALBANY, 
N. Y., Aug. 14.—General 


Manager Young, on being asked regard- 
ing the status of the strike on the Dela- 
ware and Hudson, road, said: "Nearly 
all the men who went out reported for 
duty at 8 ii. in., but said they could not 
go to work until they had received orders 
from their committee who are in consul- 
tation with the leaders of the Central 
strike. 
Superintendent Hammond told 


the men that unless they went to work 
at noon their places would be filled by 
other employes of the company who were 
now on tlieir way here from various 
points along the road. We fully expect 
to resume the freight traffic soon, the 
men being out only in this vicinity. All 
the passenger trains are running on time." 


At tin- New York End. 


NEW YOI:K, Aug. 14.—If there is any 


thing left of the strike on the New York 
Central and Hudson River railroad it 
could not be found about the Grand Cen- 
tral depot. 
Everything was going on 


about as usual. Mr. Webb was found by 
a United Press reporter preparing to take 
a run up to his home at Riverdale, and 
expected to be away but a few hours. He 
said everything along the line was all 
right, and that there was no trouble at 
Albany. Freight trains were running as 
usual and everything was in good shape. 


Pinkcrtons at Albany. 


ALBANY, N, Y., Aug. 14.—Two hundred 


Pinkerton men. about a quarter of whom 
are armed with Winchester rifles, took 
possession of the West Albany freight 
yards Thursday morning. New hands in 
sufficient numbers to operate the yards 
from the Chicago, Burlington and Quiiicy 
and Reading road went to work, and about 
10 o'clock 
the first attempt to move 


freight was made. The strikers are very 
peaceable, and no violence is anticipated. 


Thinks the Firemen Will Strike. 


DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 14.—Members of 


the general executive board Knights of 
Labor were astir bright and early Thurs- 
day morning. Mr. Holland expressed the 
positive belief that the Brotherhood of 
Firemen would strike. "In cose they do,"

Work of the Law Makers in Iloth Houses 


of Congress. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Aug. 14.—-The sen- 


ate Thursday morning passed without 
amendment the house bill to ratify the 
agreement of the commission on the part 
of New York and Pennsylvania respecting 
the boundary line between those states 
along the Delaware river. Plumb, from 
the committee on appropriations, reported 
the joint resolution for the relief of desti- 
tute people in Oklahoma, and it was pass 
ed. The tariff bill was then taken up. 


House Proceedings. 


The house sustained the speaker's de- 


cision overruling the point of order made 
by Springer, that the Nat McKay bill 
must be considered in committee of the 
whole. The vote was, yeas 114, nays 81; 
the speaker counting a quorum. Attempts 
were made to secure unanimous consent 
to consider the joint resolution for the aid 
of destitute people in Oklahoma, and for 
the bill granting leaves of absence to cus- 
tom house employes, but objection waa 
made in both cases and the house resumed 
consideration of the McKay bill. 


Some Census Figured. 


WASHINGTON CITY, Aug. 14.—Here's 


good news for lowit. The rough count 
which made it out a loser was vary 
rough indeed. 
In round numbers the 


Iowa total is not far from 2,000,000. This 
is a gain of 3T5,(MJO in ten years and shows 
that instead of losing congressional rep- 
resentation Iowa will probably have two 
more members. The tremendous drain 
on Iowa in peopling the northwestern 
commonwealths had led many of its citi- 
zens to think that the state would do well 
if it held its own. But nearly all the 
thriving Hawkoye citios have made sub- 
stantial gains, while the western coun- 
ties have also been filled up. 


Michigan, so far as the count has gone 


forward, shows less percentage of gain 
than was looked for. According to the 
present showing, it 
will have in the 


neighborhood of 1,700,000, as against 1, 
637,000 in 18SO. But later returns may 
swell ttie total. 


Nfimiiiated to Congress.

Railway Wreck In Kentucky. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Aug. 14.—An accident

here. The accident was occasioned by a 
pay train endeavoring to reach Duckar's 
from Spring Station on the time of the ex- 
press train. A collision occurred in a cut. 
Both engines and baggage cars were de- 
molished. 
The possengf r coaches were 


not derailed. Many of tho trainmen were 
seriously injured; some of the passengers 
were slightly bruised, but no one was 
killed outright. The relief train brought 
Frank Smith to Lexington. All others of 
the injured were taken to Louisville. 


Bloody Figlit iii Alabama. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Aug. 14.—At the 


Shelby Iron works, in

Tuesday night, a bloody light occurred 
between the negro laborers and a crowd 
of negro gamblers. Several women were 
also mixed up in it. Three men and one 
woman were killed, and eight or ten 
persons were wounded. Mary Jones was 
shot through

killed. Sam Mason's throat was cut with 
a razor, and he died in a few minute*. 
George Davis and another man, un- 
known, were shot to death. None of the 
wounded are mortally injured.

THE NEWS IN BRIEF. 


HE HAS STOLEN ABOUT $100,000. 


H. Hume Clay Disappeared from Win- 


chester, Ky., About Two Weeks Ago 
•nd His Relatives Suspected Foul Play 
—Subsequent Investigation, However, 
Snows That He In • Forger — Hie 
Grandfather's Name Vsed Freely. 
WINCHESTER, Ky., Aug. 14.—One of the 


greatest sensations ever known in Central 
Kentucky was revealed Wednesday when 
it became known that M. Hume Clay, a 
member of the great Clay family of Ken 
tuoky, had stolen about $100,000 by forger 
lea and fled. Clay left here atwut two 
weeks ago for the ostensible purpose of 
attending to some lumber business in the 
northwest. He wrote from Chicago, but 
nothing further was heard from him and 
his family became alarmed, believing that 
he had been foully dealt with in Chicago. 
His brother Prank and brothen-in law 
W. R. and R T. Thomas west to Chicago 
to investigate. The police of that city 
were called In aud a careful search made. 
No trace of him could be found and all 
hope was finally abandoned. His relatives 
mourned him as dead, his fate being- be- 
lieved to be another of the unfathomable 
crimes of the City of the Lake. 


Began to Feel Uneasy. 


Meanwhile the banks here who held a 


large number of his notes ' began to feel 
uneasy and investigation precipitated the 
revelations. Notes indorsed by his grand- 
father, Matthew Hume, were presented 
to that gentleman and pronounced for- 
geries. 
When 
shown the 
notes Mr. 


Hume said he had not signed them and 
never signed a note for his grandson. 
The forgeries of his grandfather's name to 
the banks of this city aggregate £61,000, as 
follows: Clark County National, 131,000; 
Winchester National, 130,000; Citicens', 
$10,000. In Paris he forged the same name 
to three notes of the Bourbon bank for 
$7,700, and one on the Northern (or 14.000. 
It is also stated that one of the Lexington 
banks was caught for $35,000, ami if this 
be true the total amount so far is (97,000. 


Been at It for Two Years. 


One of the notes on the Bourbon bank 


was given two years ago, and be purchased 
cattle with the money and turned them 
out on the furm of Mr. Hume and said 
Capt. Thomas, Ilia father-in-law, had given 
them to him. 
The forgeries extend over 


a period of two years and were apparently 
made for purposes of speculation in vari- 
ous • properties. He came to Winchester 
from Paris a few years ago and estab- 
lished a planing mill and lumber yard. 
This business evidently prospered, and 
during the last year he built a large plan- 
ing mill equipped with all modern ma- 
chinery and of large capacity. Business 
came in so rapidly thai the mill was at 
times obliged to run day and night to 
keep up with the orders, and the firm of 
W. H. Clay & Co. was evidently on the 
high road to prosperity and wealth. 


Think the Company a Myth. 


Since the recent denouement many in- 


quiries have been made as to whom the 
company was composed of. At first ItVas 
thought to be Capt. J. M. Thomas, ot 
Paris, the futlier-in-law of Mr. Clay, but 
this is denied, and maiiy think the com- 
pany is a myth, and that Mr. Clay, and he 
alone, was the firm. What became of 
those large sums of money has bten asked 
time and again. It was known he had In- 
vestigated more or less heavily in the land 
syndicate formed this spring; that he had 
taken stock in the street car line, etc., but 
no adequate investment could be found 
for such large sums of money as those bor- 
rowed in the lash few months. It is ac- 
counted for, however, by the statement of 
those in a position to know that he invest- 
ed $75,000 in the capital stock of the Chad- 
wick Curt company, which proposed to 
move from Olean, N. Y, to Winchester. 


Something About His Family. 


Clay wits a large contractor and has 


been awarded the contract for building 
the new Kentucky Wesleyan college, the 
new public school building for this city, 
and numerous private contracts. It Is 
supposed that he carried a large sum 
away with him and has fled to Mexico. 
The fugitive forger is the eon of John 
Clay, a wealthy man, and a few years ago 
married the daughter of Capt. J. M. 
Thomas, a man of equal wealth and so- 
cial prestige. His grandfather, Mr. Hume, 
lives near Stony Point and owns 3,000 
acres of land which is valued at (110 per 
acre. It is estimated that Mr. Hume Is 
worth $500,000, and Hume Clay being his 
favorite grandson it was understood that 
be would Inherit most of the estate. Mr. 
Hume ia about 90 years of age. It is sup- 
posed that Clay speculated on his grand- 
father's death, and when his speculation 
failed and the old gentleman did not die 
lie was forced to flight.

Boyle O'Reilly took place Wednesday from 
St. Mary's church, and the body was in- 
terred in Calvary cemetery. The church 
from one end to the other was beautifully 
decorated with floral tributes of artistic 
designs, many of which were massive In 
lize, so much so, ia fact, as partially to 
lido the altar.

Atter this occurred, Dunham claims he 


went to bed, leaving Mrs. llolden, Ed and 
Calvin awake and dressed. 
On being 


awakened three hours after by the sheriff, 
he found most ot his clothes in Mis. Hoi 
den's room. 


This is all the knowledge he lias ot the 


murder, but he repeated threats she had 
made to kill him if he turned states evi- 
dence and this part of his testimony was 
corroborated by the turnkey at the jail 


A cross examination failed to confuse 


him in the slightest degree, and at 5:30 
court adjourned till 8 to-morrow morning. 


Mrs. Holden listened to the testimony 


with a degree of composure, bnt cast vin- 
dictive glances at the witness. She is about 
45 years old, spare and sharp featured, 
with keen eyed and 8 cruel mouth. Mrs. 
Holden is encieute and the trial may be 
deferred on that account. 


The dtate introduced no evidence, beyond 


Dunham's, of material interest, but it has 
plenty in reserve and it is believed will 
make a strong case against the woman who 
is believed to have held Russell's horse 
while her son killed him.
